Before the fifteenth century, Mediterranean seamen 
scarcely ventured out of sight of land. Ships were still 
navigated by landmarks although the compass had 
probably been introduced into Europe during the 
twelfth century. Trade with the East remained important 
as expansion was curbed by the frozen North, the Sahara 
Desert and the winds of the North Atlantic. 

The age-old routes from the East to the Mediterranean 
began to be harassed and plundered by the incursions of 
the Turks into Asia Minor, so that the urge to conquer 
the Atlantic winds and seek an ocean passage to the East 
acquired a new stimulus. 

The Portuguese were destined to take the lead as they 
had perforce to learn their seamanship in the stern 
Atlantic fringes. They were fearless seamen of no mean 
ability and under Prince Henry the Navigator, a college 
was founded which devised improved sailing methods 
and navigation. The method of sailing against adverse 
winds was discovered and so solved the problem of 
beating back against the Trade Winds of the Atlantic. 

Year by year new trading posts were established on 
the African coast until in 1487, Bartholomew Diaz 
reached Algoa Bay unaware that he had rounded the 
southern point of Africa. On his return he sighted it and

named it “Cape of Good Hope.” In 1498 Vasco da 
Gama rounded the Cape again, and thence steered across 
the Indian Ocean to Calcutta. 


The sea route to the East was open. Pepper, nutmeg, 
cloves and ginger ; fragrant spices, musk and medicines : 
sapphires, rubies, pearls and diamonds, all came pouring 
into Lisbon. In their little ships of no more than 400 
tons burden, the Portuguese sent in return, lead, silver, 
copper, mercury, alum and other goods. 


Dutch, French, and lastly. the British followed the lead 
of the Portuguese. Britain rapidly assumed a position 
of importance and soon eclipsed all other rivals for the 
Eastern trade. 

Ships became larger and less encumbered with fighting 
men. By taking the Trade Winds far into the Atlantic 
before making the easting, the tedious coastal crawl 
round Africa became unnecessary. Trade was opened 
up not only in Arabia, the Persian Gulf and India, but in 


_ Malaya, China and Formosa. 


In this great expansion Britain became pre-eminent. 
As Venice declined so London rose. English enterprise 
assumed a new character which culminated in the world- 
wide seaborne trade of the nineteenth century:

A ROMAN WALL has 


been excavated at Canterbury. 
It is near the Riding Gate, where the 
medizval wall was blasted by a bomb in 
1942. It is believed to be the best example 
south of York of a Roman wall built round 
an existing city. The foundations probably 
date from the end of the second century 
A.D. The construction is in flint. The 
postings consist of flint and Roman cement 
on a bed of loose flints in a shallow trench. 
The original dimensions of the wall were 
8 ft. above surface level and 6 ft. wide. Its 
condition has undergone remarkably little 
deterioration. 


MOTCP has approved the War 
Department's building programme 
at BARTON STACEY. 


The Ministry has announced approval of 
the plan to build married quarters for the 
training camp at Barton Stacey, Hampshire. 
The first year’s. building programme may 
now be proceeded with. The decision 
follows a public inquiry held on June 2 at 
Andover at which objections were raised 
on the ground that the site was too close 
to the village, and that 500-600 families 
would swamp the village, making it a value- 
less appendage to an army camp.

THE LONDON CONSCIENCE. [From London Echoing, by James Bone (Jonathan Cape).| Londoners 
have a way of staging a tremendous fuss over a nonsensical loss such as the departure of the elderly 
elephant Jumbo to America or such matters as the sale of a secondary Rembrandt to a country that 
has few and not rumpling a hair over the dispersal of its fleet of river steamers or the continual exile 
of Wren’s Temple Bar to the country, or the destruction and disfiguring of the Temple trees by a 
Temple Committee whose conscienée may have been troubling them because they had not the fore- 
thought to remove the great Crusader effigies from their Church and so they were destroyed in the 
blitz. London did make a fight for old Waterloo Bridge, one of its grander sights which could ‘have 
been strengthened to do its work till a new Charing Cross bridge at the proper axial point took the 
traffic increase ; but down it came. When the new bridge was opened, it was also discovered from 
the bridge that big business had put up a building to ruin the view of St. Paul’s from the north end of 
the bridge and the Government’s Post Office department had bent the law-to erect a building that 
interfered even more blatantly with the view of St. Paul’s from the bridge centre.. But credit must be 
given about Crosby Hall, tne last of the great historical mansions of the City, which was saved (but 
alas not in situ !) py the citizens putting their hands in their pockets and ransoming it. The Adelphi of 
the Adam brothers, however, was too expensive for our financial conceptions in peace time, but there 
were no very loud outcries among our publicists or learned societies or sentimental Londoners when 


it was destroyed.

MOW has announced further relaxa- 
tions of BUILDING CONTROLS. 


They include an increase in the financial 
limit for building licensing for certain classes 
of buildings and the cancellation of the 
WBA Priority Distribution Scheme. These 
relaxations took effect on November 1. The 
Ministry states that they have been made 
possible as a result of. an increase in the 
supply of materials and by a reduction in 
the overload on the building industry con- 
sequent upon capital expenditure cuts. 
Under the new Order the amount of £100 
that could: be spent on any single property 
without a building licence between July 1, 
1948, and June 30, 1949, has been increased 
to £1,000 in the case of certain’ special 
classes of buildings, viz., buildings used 
wholly as factories; warehouses; farm build- 
ings (excluding farm houses); educational 
buildings; and office buildings with a floor 
space of 10,000 sq. feet or more. Where 
there is more than one such building on a 
single property, the maximum amount which 
may be spent without licence on the whole 
property will still be £1,000. The limit of 
£100 for the year beginning July 1, 1948, 
remains unchanged for all other buildings, 
and this means it will still be necessary to 
apply for licences. for work over £100 on 
houses, shops, and all building not included 
in the categories mentioned above. 


The Ministry points out that the new 
relaxations are part of the declared policy to : 


simplify controls as conditions permit. Un- 
fortunately supplies of timber and steel are 
still scarce, and the Ministry feels unable as 
yet to introduce any relaxation in the alloca- 
tion schemes for these materials. The 
special classes of buildings to which the new 
financial limit applies are those on which 
work carried out would normally be of an 
essential character, and for which. licences 
have readily been granted in the past. 


The Minister of Town and Country 
Planning proposes to make an 
order for the compulsory purchase 
of 230 acres of land in the 
CITY OF LONDON. 


The order is to enable war damage to be 
dealt with. The City Corporation applied 
to the Minister for an Order to purchase 272 
acres, Among_ the areas included in the 
application which it is now proposed to 
exclude are the following:—(@) The rail 
approaches to Holborn Viaduct, Cannon 


Street and Fenchurch Street Stations; (b) por- 
tions of the Inner Circle Railway; (c) a num- 
ber of City churches, including St. Andrew, 
Holborn, the City Temple, St. Giles, 
Cripplegate, St. Mary-le-Bow, St. James 
Garlick Hythe, St. Mary Aldermanbury, All 
Hallows, Barking-by-the-Tower, St. Botolph, 
Aldgate; (d) the land between Aldgate High 
Street, Minories, and the City boundary; (e) 
the land between Queen Street Place, Upper 
Thames Street, Queen Hithe Dock and the 
river; (f)>an area on both sides of Holborn 
Viaduct between Holborn Circus and 
Farringdon Street. The City Corporation 


will be giving notice soon of the place where . 


a map showing details of the Minister’s pro- 
posed modifications can be inspected. 


The West Riding County Council have 
published their DEVELOPMENT 
PLAN FOR PRIMARY AND 
SECONDARY EDUCATION. 


It is proposed to build nearly 900 new 
schools, close over 400 existing schools, and 
to make substantial extensions and altera- 


. tions to 600 others. The completed plan 


proposes 34 multilateral schools, 62 bilateral 


schools, 15 grammar schools, and 47 
modern schools for secondary education, 
932 primary schools, and some 500 nursery 
schools. The period for the completion of 
the plan has not been defined, but is likely 
to be about 30 years. The capital expendi- 
ture involved is estimated at nearly £55 
millions. The work is divided into four 
priorities, and expenditure on work of first 
priority is likely to be £30,785,798. 


Mr. R. Coppock, General Secretary 
of the NFBTO_ believes 500,000 


HOUSES A YEAR to be possible. 


Speaking at the Institute of Housing Con- 
ference at Brighton, Mr. Coppock said:— 
“T am firmly of the opinion that we can 
build 500,000 houses a year if employers and 
workers are imbued with a sense of social 
urgency, if they are given the means, if there 
is no constant change of plan, and, most 
important of all, if all concerned are given 
the opportunity to get on with the job with 
the minimum of interference. The industry 
now has about a million men. If the labour 
of half of these can be restricted solely to 
house building, then half a million houses 
can be built annually.”

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The PRESIDENT of the 
RIBA has written to 
CARDIFF CITY COUNCIL 


the following letter protesting against the 
City Council's recent decision not to appoint 
a City Architect. See this week’s leading 
article. 


SiR,—The South Wales Institute of Archi- 


tects have brought to the notice of my 
Council the fact that a deputation from 
them was recently received by the Public 
Works and Town Planning Committee of 
the Cardiff City Council. The purpose of 
the deputation was to represent to the 
Council the need for the appointment of a 
City Architect. My Council regret to learn 
that the Committee were unwilling to 
support the recommendation. 

My Council have specially in mind the fact 
that almost all county -boroughs in the 
United Kingdum have found it necessary, in 
the interest of the communities which they 
control, to appoint to their staffs salaried 
architects in full control of all building 
work. 
had such architects for a long time, others 
have recently found that the great pressure 
of work today resulting from housing, the 
provision of schools and other community 
buildings, has necessitated such an appoint- 
ment. I understand that the present value 
of work for which the City Council has 
given approval is approximately £4,000,000. 
My Council are convinced that such an 
appointment by the City of Cardiff would 
be in the best interest of its citizens, who are 
known throughout Great Britain for their 
civic pride and who, therefore, should be 
given every opportunity to share with other 
cities the benefits to which they are entitled. 
Moreover, they are impressed by the fact 
that Cardiff is the capital city of a Prin- 
cipality, that it has a long tradition of fine 
architecture as represented by its magnificent 
Civic Centre, and that recent town planning 
legislation makes possible even greater 
advances in civic architecture. 

May I request you to bring the considera- 
tions which I have set out to the attention 
of the City Council and to urge that. they 
give the whole matter very careful recon- 
sideration. Only by so doing can they 
secure to one of the leading cities of the 
United Kingdom that concentrated attention 
to every aspect of architecture that can be 
given only by an expert, in full charge of 
his own department and undistracted by the 
demands of other departmental duties,

NEWS IN BRIEF 


The Association of British 


Chambers of Commerce have issued a new 
publication called Development and Com- 
pensation: A Guide to the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947 [price 4s.] which 
is intended to be of practical use to those 
concerned with the development of land 
and other property. 


Plans for a mew South wing 
at St. Catherine’s College, Cambridge, have 
been approved by the Town Council’s plan- 
ning committee. Other plans approved in- 
clude those for alterations and extensions at 
Newnham, the women’s college. 


Buildings for research work 
are to receive a larger share of building 
resources. This has been announced by Mr. 
Herbert Morrison, who said that the 
Government had made the decision in view 
of the importance of research in helping the 
country’s economic recovery. 


While many county boroughs have 
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CARDIFF’°S BACKWARD STEP 


HE City of Cardiff has a good reputation architecturally, 
if for no other reason than that its Civic Centre is 
probably the best planned and the most impressive 

group of modern civic buildings in Britain. These buildings 
were, as it happens, designed by a private architect, but in 
a city of Cardiff’s importance there is always a large quantity 
of work to be done by its own architectural staff, and the 
standard set by this work and the recognition given to it is 
bound strongly to influence the cultural standards achieved 
in the city generally. It is therefore doubly regrettable that 
the Cardiff City Council have recently pronounced their 
view that the proper place of architecture in the official 
hierarchy is as a branch of municipal engineering. 

The story is briefly this : for many years the city—like many 
other cities, unfortunately—relied for its architectural work 
on the City Engineer’s Department, with an official holding 
the post of “‘ Architectural Principal” actually in charge of 
the work, but responsible to the Engineer. As other cities 
took a more enlightened view and appointed City Architects 
responsible direct to their Councils, the suggestion was made 
that Cardiff should follow suit. But no move was made until 
Cardiff became in time the only city of its importance without 
a City Architect or its equivalent. Recently the “ Architec- 
tural Principal” resigned. It may be that he realized that 
his post was destined to remain for an indefinite time that of 
an engineer’s assistant—but this can only be conjectured. 
Whatever the reason, the need to make a new appointment 


_was surely a suitable moment for initiating the change that 


had already taken place in progressive cities elsewhere. But 
instead of taking a step forward Cardiff took a step back. 
It was decided not to replace the “ Architectural Principal ” 
but instead to let the post lapse and recruit, as necessary, 
architectural staff of a more junior status to work under the 
City Engineer. 

This decision naturally caused special concern in architectural 
quarters, and the South Wales Institute of Architects sent a 
deputation to: the committee of the Council responsible, 
the Town Planning and Public Works Committee. Their 
plea was, however, rejected; and the rejection subsequently 
confirmed by the Cardiff City Council as a whole. In 
that unsatisfactory state the matter rests, except that the 
President of the RIBA has now written to the Council* 
asking them to review the matter and giving some cogent 
reasons why they should do so. 

These reasons need no recapitulation here ; for this.is a 
bigger issue than simply who has charge of local jobs. A 
principle is at stake : whether the architectural advice required 
by an important city council should be given to them direct 
by someone whose whole attention is given to architecture or 
by someone to whom architecture is ancillary to other technical 
matters. In other words, whether architectural questions.

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should or should not be considered at the highest, policy- 
making level. To say that they should is not to disparage 
Cardiff’s City Engineer or any other City Engineer. City 
Engineers perform a most essential and responsible function 
and, in general, perform it very well. But they have a large 
variety of tasks, including in many localities the new one of 
administering the 1947 Town and Country Planning Act. 
We shall not get good city buildings if architecture is regarded 
‘as merely one of these tasks. 

Cardiff has an immense building programme. It was recently 
calculated that there was architectural work to the value of 
four million pounds in the City Engineer’s office, in addition 
to Cardiff’s share of the national housing and school-building 
programme. ‘That this work should be undertaken on the 
Council’s behalf without a full-time architect advising them at 
the highest level does no credit to Cardiff which, as the capital 
of the Principality of Wales, should be setting a lead in civic 
enlightenment, not refusing to follow even the more backward 
of other British cities.

An impressive assembly of Past 
Presidents — “like governors on a 
steam-engine,” said Mr. Howard 
Robertson, “we are there to reduce 
the revolutions” — gathered at the 
AA last week to hear the 101st Presi- 
dent, Mr. Enthoven, give his in- 
augural address. As was to be ex- 
pected, this proved to be quite admir- 
able — a concise, lucid and tensely- 
‘ knit survey of the problems which 
today face student, architect. and client 


Duchess recalled how closely con- 
nected was the occasion with one 
exactly a century ago when the same 
organisers (the Society of Arts) 
arranged under Royal Patronage an 
Industrial Art Exhibition designed as 
a curtain-raiser to the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1851. (The exhibits at the 
predecessor incidentally included a 
cast-iron stag, an earthenware garden 
bench by A. W. Pugin, a glass bust 
of Prince Albert and a patent bed- 
ventilator).

devoted to painting and sculpture. 
Those not completely engrossed in the 
modern movement, will enjoy equally 
the fourteen rooms that precede the 
modern section.

TINKER, TAYLOR, ARCHITECT 


The collectors of verbal descrip- ~ 


tions of our art and our profession 
may be interested in the definition 
of an architect put forward by Walter 
Taylor; Director of Education and Re- 


search for the American Institute of 
Architects. “ An architect,” he said, in 
his speech at a recent architects’ confer- 
ence in the Central States, “is a tech- 
nologist who specializes in the human 
aspect of the shelter or planning prob- 
lem. He is the quarter-back of the 
building team.” 


As the only knowledge of American 
football I possess is gained from Ameri- 
can films, and the only football film I 
remember vividly is that in which 
Groucho Marx was the quarter-back— 
or was it Harpo in his chariot?—I can’t 
tell whether this definition is a good one 
or not. However, quarter-backand archi- 
tect obviously have the same need of 
such qualities as speed in manceuvring, 
ability to receive and hand out rough 
treatment, skill in sidestepping and 
swiftness in escape, and if the quarter- 
back has any advantage over us, it is 
perhaps that he is better armoured for 
the part at the time and gets a bit more 
attention from the girls afterwards. And 
if you object that every quarter-back 
is expected to marry the coach’s daugh- 
ter, may I remind you that some of us 
have even achieved that and had plenty 
of practice since, as a result. 


LARGER HOUSES 

Those of you who felt inclined to 
throw your hats in the air over the 
recent announcement of ari increase in 
the maximum permitted floor area for 
privately-built dwellings to 1,500 
square feet and more flexibility in the 
ceiling price will by now be sadder and 
wiser men and women. 


The catch in this generous gesture of 

hope to architects was not evident 
from the press notices. The memo- 
randum from the MOH to local 
authorities, however, suggested that 
only in exceptional cases of very large 
families will the maximum floor area 
be allowed. Many hopeful architects 
have now had their proposals rejected , 
as the prospective owner had omitted 
to provide himself with eight children. 
The absolute discretion of local authori- 
ties in increasing the ceiling price 
has in general been exercised in 
maintaining the status quo. I have 
heard, however, of one surveyor who 
has agreed that 33s. per square foot is 
a not unreasonable sum. Most 
authorities, however, do not seem to 
have read the report on the cost of 
dwellings, or they think that private 
development should be built more 
cheaply than public housing. 


No, it looks as though there is still 
a waiting period before you can get 
a licence to build that £2,000 house 
of 1,500 square feet. 


RE-HOEING THE HEATHROW

Garden Cities 


Sir,—As an American planner and archi- 
tect, I went to see both Letchworth and Wel- 
wyn, and wonder how I could have such a 
different view of these two towns from that 
expressed in Astragal’s notes in the JouRNAL 
for October 14. 

First; Letchworth and Welwyn are not- ‘of 
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THE “DESIGN AT WORK” EXHIBITION 


A preview of the “‘ Design at Work ” Exhibition 
at Burlington House, which opened last week, 
was given in the JOURNAL for October 21. 
The exhibition shows for the first time the work 
of members of the Faculty of Royal Designers 
for Industry created in 1936, and its layout 
and motif is intended to show the processes that 
good design entails and how the designer’s mind 
works. The importance of teamwork between 
designer, manufacturer and consumer is empha- 
sized. In the JOURNAL’S preview, the stands 
in the exhibition were illustrated as projects ; 
the photographs on this page show some of 
them as they are now that the exhibition has 
opened. Top, the display of utility furniture 
with utility fabric hangings ; above a display 
feature showing designs for Wedgewood china 
and the Wedgewood factory ; left, centre piece 
for the De Havilland 108, designed by Fames 
Gardner. The designer-in-chief for the whole 
exhibition was Milner Gray, of Design Research 
Unit. It continues until November 28: 


the same parent except that they have carried 
out Howard’s principles of a town having 
both industry and dwellings, a town centre 
and a green belt, but where Welwyn is in 
the Georgian spirit and the estate office has 
exercised continuous and rather detailed con- 
trol of all building, Letchworth’s office has 
exercised a consciously negative control, per- 
mitting the owner to build his home, store 
or factory according to his own personal 
choice as long as what we in the United States 
would call general zoning regulations were 
observed. Furthermore, Letchworth Estate 
Office has left the citizen strictly alone, so 
that we found no “ self-conscious artiness ” 
there. But there is an urban form; for in- 
stance, the business street of Letchworth is a 
typically English market street, The shops 
are different, but related so that the street has 
an urban charm which is all the more re- 
markable for having been built during the 
time when so few business streets of any 
merit at all were laid out. 


Welwyn, on the other hand, to the overseas 
visitor presents a town permeated throughout 
by concepts of architectural form. It is to 
the credit of the builders of Welwyn that, 
with a low density, urban character has been 
achieved not by archeological copying of 
the Georgian squares of the 18th century 
English scene, but by building within 
the spirit of Georgian urbanism. To 
say that the closes and streets of Welwyn 
do not have urban form is to misunderstand 
the needs of this century. One cannot copy 
the balance and layout of the Georgian upper 
class town house today. The problem fac- 
ing the architect now is to put architectural 
form into houses for the average man, to lift 
council housing to the architectural spirit of 
the, upper class terraces of the Georgian and 
Regency periods. This has been done in 
Welwyn. The gardens of the Georgian 
squares are in the courts formed by the cul- 
de-sacs. The plans are adapted to a servant- 
less house and a series of such house groups 
have in turn been grouped into neighbour- 
hoods having architectural unity. 


The gardens of the two existing new towns 

are wholly within the English tradition of 
town building—who could conceive a Bed- 
ford Square without its park? The overseas 
visitor cannot understand how anyone can 
say the English people do not want the open- 
ness of the two garden cities. The large 
number of terrace houses in the south of 
England built between the two great war 
periods bear testimony to the English desire 
for a house with a garden. Doubtless in 
recognition of this obvious fact, Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie deplored, at the TCPA dinner, 
the necessity of using an excessive number 
of tall apartments in the rebuilding of 
London. 

It is a continuous source of amazement to 
me that the builders of the first two new 
towns are without honour in their own 
country, that the designers of their successors 
are not more concerned with studying them. 
Rather than asking that Welwyn and Letch- 
worth be overlooked, would it not be better 
to use their experience to make the forth- 
coming new towns even better?

[Astragal replies: “I agree that there is a 
difference between Letchworth and Welwyn. 
It was chiefly Welwyn I had in mind when I 
warned against our existing garden cities 


being held out to the future occupants of. 


the New Towns as a pattern of the environ- 
ment being planned for them. I am in favour 
of giving honour to the builders of Letch- 
worth and Welwyn, but not in favour of 
imitating their faults as well as their virtues, 
so I agree wholeheartedly with the last few 
words of Mr..Monson’s letter.

PLAN.—The chief elements of 
the design are as follows: The 
Main Entrance Block. A three- 
storey block at the entrance front 
of the building. On the ground 
floor the main entrance lobby, in 
which is situated the pay box, 
leads into the foyer, opening off 
which are the cloak-rooms and 
lavatories. The foyer extends 
under the raked auditorium floor 
for the full two-storey height (see 
section) and an exhibition gallery 
over the entrance lobby is open to 
form an extension of it.

CONSTRUCTION AND EQUIP- 
MENT.—The building would be 
of fireproof construction. Materials 
generally would be chosen for 
their resistance to the weather and 
to wear, thereby keeping mainten- 
ance charges down to a minimum. 
The main auditorium block would 
be of welded steel- construction 
with reinforced concrete floors 
and roof, and brick walls and 
partitions. Solid concrete load- 
bearing walls would be used for 
the lower portions of the building.

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1.B31 PERSPECTIVE DRAWING: PRACTICAL PROBLEMS 


This Sheet, one of the series on draughtsmanship, 
deals with the theory of perspective and illustrates 
typical examples following the principles set out on 
previous Sheets and covering those points which may 
give rise to some difficulty. 


Use of a Number of Height Lines 


Diagram | shows a simple rectangular building with 
a gable ended pitched roof intersected by a tower. 
It should be noted that separate height lines are used 
for obtaining the heights of the gable, toWer and eaves 
as a height line only gives the setting out for those 
elements of the building which fall on the plane from 
which it has been obtained. 


Alternatives sometimes used to reduce the number 
of height lines are : 


(a) to draw on the perspective a section through the 
building to show the projections required. 


(b) to draw lines following round the wall faces 
from another height line already used. 


Where a roof projects over all the wall faces it should 
be remembered that at the extremities a short length 
of the soffit of the eaves will be seen carrying: on 
behind the angle of the building as the roof projects 
beyond the hidden faces at the rear. 


Curves on Elevation 


On previous Sheets rectangular forms only have been 
considered. When curved shapes such as arch forms, 
circular openings, clock faces, curved roofs, etc., 
occur on elevations they have to be plotted by locating 
a series of points on the curve. 


The method of drawing a curve which occurs on a 
vertical plane whether it is a circle, ellipse, parabola, 
etc. or a part thereof is to relate chosen points on 
the curve to a rectangle by drawing horizontal and 
vertical lines from each point to the sides of this 
rectangle or alternatively by the method illustrated 
in diagram 1. In this case with a circular opening 
on the face of the building, eight points on the curve, 
obtained by drawing the axes and diagonals of an 
enclosing square, are related to one side of the square 
by horizontal lines. This is set up in perspective 
giving a series of points through which tke curve will 
pass. 


Curves on Plan 


Curves on plan may be set up in the manner just 
described for curves on elevation or the following 
method may be used which is also applicable to 
curves on elevation. 


Diigram 2 illustrates a fan shaped building terminating 
in a segment at each end. From the chords of 
the segments offset lines are taken to locate chosen 
points on the curved surfaces. These set up in 
perspective locate the position of points on the curve. 


Non-Rectangular Plans 


Plan forms which are not rectangular may be set up 
in perspective from a suitable straight line or lines 
such as axes by mzasuring from them offsets to salient 
points of the irregular shape. 


Diagram 2 illustrates the setting up of the fan shape 
from a central axis by means of offsets which are also 
the chords of the segments from which the ends 
are composed. 


If much detail is to be drawn on the side of the. fan 
shape a vanishing point for that plane may easily be 
obtained by drawing from the eye point a line (known 
as a vanishing parallel) parallel to the side of the 
fan to cut the picture plane. This point projected 
up on to the eye level line of the perspective view will 
give a vanishing point for all horizontal lines on the 
side of the building.

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10.E1 CONSTRUCTION OF TRADITIONAL COPPER ROOFING 


This Sheet is the first of a group describing traditional 
methods of copper roofing. It sets out the general 
design and construction and illustrates the accepted 
types of roll, seam and welt. Further details, such 
as stop-ends, flashings, etc. and the correct laying 
sequence are described on Sheet 10.E2. 


Material 


Copper roofs do not need painting or other protection 
against corrosion. When exposed to the atmosphere, 
the metal begins to darken according to the amount 
and nature of the impurities deposited on its surface. 
This oxidising process is the first step in the formation 
of a natural protective patina which Slowly develops 
during a period of from ten to twenty years into a 
highly protective pale green covering composed 
predominantly of a basic sulphate of copper. 


Type and weight : The type of copper sheet normally 
used is hot-rolled, and it is important that only the 
softest available tempers should be used. If cold- 
rolled sheet is used it should be of annealed temper. 
Manipulation during laying and vibration in the 
building tend to harden the metal, and use of the 
softer tempers allows for this hardening to take place. 
The following table gives the weight, gauge and cover- 


ing capacity of suitable sheets.

23 avo. | | om as 
Construction Generally 


Pitch: The minimum fall for copper covered roofs 
is 2 in. in 10 ft. The actual steepness of the pitch 
is immaterial, as copper has a high elasticity and may 
safely be applied to vertical surfaces without fear of 
creep. The expansion factor cannot be disregarded 
entirely, however, and the design of the joints should 
te such that slight movement is permitted. 


Copper sheets: Both 23 and 24 gauge hot-rolled 
sheets are obtainable in any length up to 12 ft., but the 
basic price is the cost per pound for sheets of an area 
not exceeding 14 sq. ft. (e.g., 5 ft. 3 in. by 2 ft. 8 in. 
or 4 ft. by 3 ft. 6 in.) and of thickness of not less than 
24 S.W.G. : copper sheet less than 15 in. wide is 
known as strip, and is priced differently. These 
limits have been evolved to suit the most satisfactory 
use of traditional copper work, and automatically 
restrict the spacing of horizontal and vertical joints. 
The material itself may be used in larger sizes, but 
in these cases special precautions must be taken for 
avoiding the effects of expansion and wind lift. 


Felt or building paper : The most suitable felt for use 
as an underlay both on timber and concrete structures 
is type 2B impregnated flax felt (brown) generally 
known as inodorous felt No. 1, 50 lb. per roll, butt 
jointed and fixed by copper nailing. 

Horizontal joints: Two types of horizontal welted 
joint are practicable. The double lock cross welt 
and the single lock welt. The single lock welt should 


only be used on vertical or sloping work. Where the 
roof has a pitch of less than 15°, drips 24 in. deep 
should be made at intervals of 10 ft. maximum. 


Vertical joints: There are two accepted methods of 
making the vertical joints—the standing seam method 
and the wood roll. The standing seam is generally 
considered suitable for: roofs of any considerable 
pitch and flat roofs not subject to traffic, and is in the 
form of a double-lock welt left standing proud of 
the general surface of the roof. It requires approxi- 
mately 2 in. of the two adjoining sheets for its forma- 
tion. The wood roll system is recommended on 
flat or nearly flat roofs where traffic is to be expected. 
The conical shaped roll is the most common and 
requires 5 in. of the two adjoining copper sheets for its 
formation. It is finished with a welt slightly on 
one side of the apex. 


Both systems are designed to give adequate water-lock 
and to provide expansion joints for the movements 
of the copper under temperature changes. The 
manufacturer generally uses brass countersunk 
screws for fixing vertical wood rolls, but it is important 
that if any iron nails are used they should be well 
punched to avoid the possibility of electrolytic action 
between the copper and the iron. For this reason, 
also, the nails used for attaching the cut copper clips 
to the boarding should always be of copper (1} in. 
long, parallel-sided type being recommended) with 
the usual flat, unshouldered head. The copper clips 
in conjunction with the welt of the vertical joint 
are the means by which the sheeting is attached to 
the roof. They are usually 3 in. wide by the length 
demanded by the particular type of vertical joint used. 
For the standing seam joint they should be spaced 
not more than 12 in. centres and for any type of 
wood roll, not more than 3 ft. apart. 


Applications 

Timber roofs : These should be 3 in. or 1 in. close 
boarded and the copper should be laid over an 
undercoating of felt or paper. 


Concrete roofs: Ballast concrete flat roofs should 
be screeded to falls and covered with roofing felt. 
The surface of breeze concrete should be given a 
coat of asphalt paint if not screeded with cement. 
Provision for the fixing of the wood rolls may take 
the form of proprietary fixing plugs let into the 
concrete and set in cement, or wood fixing blocks or 
battens for nails or screws. When the standing 
seam method of jointing is used, the copper clips 
may be spaded and grouted with cement in holes 
prepared in the concrete at 12 in. centres.

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TECHNICAL SECTION 


SAVING STEEL 


The new codes* on the structural use of steel in building? and the revised editions 
of BS 15t and, on loading, BS 449§ establish a significant advance in structural 
engineering. For the first time a minimum yield point for mild steel is specified and 
this requirement, combined with a greater knowledge of the behaviour of structures, 
obtained from experience and research, allows a substantial increase in permissible 
stresses ; an increase which has been fully accepted in these documents. The new code 
for reinforced concrete|| has also introduced some increases in permissible steel 
stresses as compared with earlier codes, although its recommendations still do 
not take into account the results of recent research as fully as they should. 
The economy of steel, made possible by adoption of the new codes and standards, 
can only be realized in practice if local authorities accept them. This will be 
by no means automatic, for under normal circumstances it could take many 
years for the various local byelaws to be revised accordingly. In the past, local 
authorities were usually concerned with enforcing their byelaws, quite irrespective 
of the fact that technical progress might have rendered them obsolete. Thus, 
in many cases, structures had to be designed for imaginary live loads that could 
never occur during their lifetime and lower permissible stresses were adopted 
than would have been reasonable from the point of view of safety. 
In view of “‘ the present need to exercise the utmost economy in the use of steel,” 
the MOH has recently issued a circular (No. 157/48)to all local authorities in England 
and Wales and the MOW a press notice (No. 113/48) drawing the attention of 
everybody concerned with structural design to the possibility of saving steel as 
against previous requirements. 
As from the Ist October, the MOW, before issuing a licence for buildings involving 
the use of more than 25 tons of steel, will require a certificate from the responsible 
consultant to the effect that.the building has been designed to take full advantage 
of the increased stresses and other weight saving clauses of the new codes and 
standards. It remains for local government officials, architects, structural 
engineers, designers and draughtsmen to familiarize themselves with these 
improved tools of their trade, and to use them. All interested in achieving effective 
economics in steel might usefully put to themselves three critical questions whenever 
contemplating the erection of a structure of studying a design, namely :— 

1. Need steel be used at all ? . 

2. Can the general arrangement be modified so as to use less steel ? 

3. Is every member and detail essential, and is it so designed as to be stressed as 
nearly as possible to the new permissible limits in all its parts and not merely 
at the critical section ? 

This will involve a completely new departure from the previous practice of local 

authorities and an entirely new approach to the problem of building control. 

It is no longer enough merely to comply with byelaws ; every effort must now 

be made to use the steel in the most efficient way. 

This JoURNAL has repeatedly emphasized the importance of saving steel and 

criticized the waste caused by out-of-date byelaws and codes. It is to be hoped 

that the combined effort of the two Ministries mainly responsible for building 
will be successful and the waste of steel in buildings avoided in the future.

Town and Country Planning Act, 1947: Ex- 
planatory Memorandum, Part Il: Notes on 
Sections. Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning. (HMSO, 1948. 2s.) 


Important official document providing de- 
tailed commentary on each Section of Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947. Compre- 
hensive subject index. 


The first part- of this memorandum (see 
2.27:19.2.48) gave a broad analysis of 
the Act as a whole. The object of this 
second part is to provide a general descrip- 
tion of each section. 

Sections 1-4 (Part I of the Act) deal with 
central and local administration and cover 
the functions of the Central Land Board 
and the local planning authorities. 

Sections 5-11 (Part 11) are concerned with 
development plans (see 2.57: 14.10.48) and 
give guidance on surveys of planning areas 
(see 2.43:29.7.48); on preparation and 
amendments of development plans; on the 
Minister’s additional powers with respect to 
such plans; on the incorporation in develop- 
ment plans of Orders relating to trunk roads 
and new towns; on modifications in relation 
to land designated as subject to compulsory 
acquisition; on supplementary provisions; 
and finally on the validity and date of opera- 
tion of these plans. 

Sections 12-36 (Part Ill) relate to the con- 
trol of development. They deal with the 
following aspects:—the obligation to obtain 
permission for development and the pro- 
cedure in connection therewith (see 2.45: 
5.8.48 and 2.51: 16.9.48); the purchase of 
land by the local authority on refusal of 
permission in certain cases; the compensa- 
tion for refusal cf permission in certain 
cases; the revocation and modification of 
permission to develop; the enforcement of 
planning control; the powers relating to 
authorised uses of land (see 2.39; 2.40; 2.41 
and 2.42: 8.7.48); the preservation of 
trees and woodlands (see 2.53: 16.9.48) and 
of buildings of special architectural or his- 
toric interest; the control of advertisements; 
the power to require the proper maintenance 
of waste land; the delegation of functions 
to county district councils; and temporary 
provisions pending approvals of develop- 
ment plans. 


Sections 37-49 (Part IV) cover the compul- 
sory acquisition of land for development; 
the power to acquire buildings of special 
architectural or historic interest; the power 
of local authorities to appropriate certain 
land for planning purposes; the acquisition 
of land by the Central Land Board, and by 
development corporations under the New 
Towns Act, 1946. They also deal with 
aspects of road construction and with the 
power to stop up and divert highways. 

Sections 50-57 (Part V) are concerned with 
amendments of law relating to compensa- 
tion on compulsory acquisition of land, 
while Sections 58-68 (Part V1) provide for 
payments out of central funds in respect of 
depreciation of land values (see 2.44: 
29.7.48) and Sections 69-74 (Part VII) for 
the determination and payment of develop- 
ment charges by the Central Land Board, 
Sections 75-92 (Part VIII) deal with the ap- 
plication of the Act to special cases includ- 
ing existing development contravening pre- 
vidus planning control: development autho- 
rized under Interim Developmient Orders 
after July 21, 1943; land rive for develop- 
ment; mineral workings; land acquired by 
local authorities and development corpora- 
tions for comprehensive development or re- 
development; operational land of statutory 
undertakings: land held on charitable trusts; 
land subject to claims for betterment under 
ether Acts; crown land; and land in process 
of compulsory acquisition. 

Sections 93-99 (Part IX) concern the 
finances of local authorities, ie., Exchequer 
grants in respect of the acquisition and 
clearance of land in redevelopment areas 
and in respect of certain compensation paid 
by planning authorities before the appointed 
day. 

Sections 100-120 (Part X) deal with sup- 
plementary provisions under the Act and 
cover such aspects as local inquiries; ser- 
vice of public notices; amendments and re- 
peals in relation to previous legislation; and 
special provisions concerning London. 

Finally, the memorandum interprets the 
eleven schedules to the Act and concludes 
with an appendix describing the procedure 
for compulsory acquisition of land desig- 
nated in a development plan as subject to 
compulsory acquisition.

Central area redevelopment scheme pub- 
lished in order to explain proposals to 
town’s citizens in manner easily understood 
by laymen.

This town centre scheme for Oldham, 
which lies within cight miles of Manchester, 
has been prepared as a master plan to which 
all new building and rebuilding must con- 
form. It has been planned within the 
framework of the outline planning scheme 
of the Oldham and District Regional Plan- 
ning Committee and makes reference to a 
survey of existing conditions and to pro- 
visional zoning proposals prepared by the 
Borough’s planning officer. 

The plan is mainly concerned with a more 
orderly rearrangement of’ land use within 
the central area, and deals with transport, 
shopping facilities, business buildings, a 
new civic centre and recreational facilities. 
The implementation of the proposals in 
three stages of ten years each is fully 
described. 
Planning maps are clearly presented, but 
the architectural designs illustrated show 
an unfortunate lack of. vision which is 
deplorable.

Corrosion of Iron & Steel. 
Aug., 1948, pp. 201-206.) 
Report of discussions on several papers 
about protection of stee] against atmospheric 
corrosion and marine fouling. 

The papers included—({1) The First Report 
of the Methods of Testing (Corrosion) Sub- 
Committee, from which BSI Provisional 
Specification 1391-1945 was compiled; (2) 
Service Trials of Painting Schemes Applied 
to a Steel Works Gantry; (3) The Protec- 
tion of Iron & Steel by Various Iron 
Metallic Coatings; Studies on Anti-fouling 
Compositions, Pts. I to III; (4) Service Tests 
of Experimental Anti-fouling Compositions; 
(5) Cementiferous Paints; (6) Marine Expo- 
sures of Cementiferous Painting Schemes. 
The report on the discussions is fully docu- 
mented so that the original papers may 
readily be found. 
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The discussions on papers 2 and 3 are the 
most interesting from the architect’s point 
of view, and the information which is given 
is of practical value. Points of particular 
interest are: 

1. Both practical painting trials and small 
scale outdoor exposure tests showed that 
the efficiency of protective painting schemes 
is greatly increased by removing mill scale 
by pickling the paint. (The average life ci 
two-coat work in the small-scale tests was 
1.5 years for steel prepared by weathering 
and hand cleaning as against seven years 
and over for pickled steel.) 

2. When dealing with large tonnages of 
steel in practice, the initial surface prepara- 
tion of the steelwork and the application of 
the priming coat should take place imme- 
diately after fabrication. 

3. In order to ensure efficiency from the 
economic point of view: 

(a) Special plant for descaling and paint- 
ing structural steel needed first to be 
installed. 

(b) This plant should be in continuous 
production, and this in turn could 
be achieved only if the user of struc- 
tural steel were educated as to the 


value of correct methods of surface’ 


preparation for painting. 

4. Where mechanical damage to the pro- 
tective scheme 
protection might be given by a combination 
of a metallic coating and paint. Such com- 
posite coverings are a departure from exist- 
ing practice, and their efficiency is at present 
being studied. 

The results of tests on a range of different 
non-metaliic protective coverings is given 
in Paper 3 and are of considerable interest. 
As with so many papers of this kind there 
is no reference to cost and little to the prac- 
tical possibility of using some of the methods 
which were under test.

During the war, tem- 
porary amendments were introduced, giving 
increased working stresses to secure a 
Measure of economy in steel used in build- 
ing, thus contributing towards the maximum 


is anticipated, additional 


steel output required to meet urgent national 
demands, Meanwhile, the series of British 
Standard Codes of Practice for building has 
been started (see 17.31), containing, among 
other important publications, CP4:1944, 
Chapter V. Loading (see 1776:1.2.46) and 
CP113:1948 (see 17.34). This code will 
also include a sub-code on _ welding 

(113.102). 

The revised issue of BS 449 is, broadly 
speaking, a compilation of CP4:1944, 
CP113:1948, and in its clauses relating to 
welding are likely to coincide with sub- 
code 113.102, yet to be published. 

Before the introduction of the codes, 
BS 449 was a very useful document, re- 
ferred to in many by-laws and almost 
generally accepted as a basis for the design 
of structural steelwork. One would have 
expected that with the issue of the various 
codes, BS 449 would be superseded by 
these, which could be equally well incor- 
porated in by-laws. The revised edition 
would, therefore, be in the best case super- 
fluous, i.e., in so far as it agrees with the 
various codes mentioned. In fact, however, 
it is worse than unnecessary, because it con- 
tains various deviations from the codes and 
will cause much confusion and difficulty 
for the designer. To quote a few examples 
at random. 

(1) Table 4 (wind pressures) is quite differ- 
ent from the corresponding Table in 
CP:1944, Chapter V, referred to in CP113 
1948. Consequently a structure whicn is 
affected by forces due to wind will be 
rather different if designed in accordance 
with CP113:1948 than if designed in 
accordance with BS 449:1948. It may be 
argued that Chapter V will-soon be revised 
and Table 4 will then be brought in line 
with the Table in BS 449, since every code 
has to be brought up-to-date from time to 
time. This in itself is sufficient reason to 
avoid repetitions and to refer to other codes 
only by quoting their numbers. If a code 
like CP4, Chapter V, is partly or fully in- 
cluded in another code or standard, any 
revision of the former renders the latter 
obsolete and the various codes can never 
catch up with each other. 

(2) Table 1 in CP113 (bending stress fac- 
tors for symmetrical sections) differs from 
Table 10 in BS 449, although they should 
be identical. 

(3) According to CP113, Clause 321 (i), 
“One leg or the depth of the purlins or 
rail should be not less than L/48, etc.,” 
whereas according to BS 449, Clause 55, 
this limit is L/45. 

(4) CP113, Clause 321 (iii) specifies that 
“the maximum stress in the purlin or rail 
should be calculated on the basis of a bend- 


ing moment of 10". No such provision is 


included in BS 449. 

The preceding examples are sufficient to 
demonstrate the chaotic conditions created 
by the co-existence of two documents serv- 
ing exactly the same purpose, identical in 
their main points, but different in details. 

Both documents are referred to in a press 
notice of the MOW/113/48, which says: 
“....as from Ist October, 1948, all con- 
struction involving the use of more than 
25 tons of steel and requiring a licence from 
that Ministry must, wherever possible, com- 
ply with the new standards and Codes of 
Practice. In support of the application for 
a licence, certificates will be required from 
the responsible architect or engineer or 
other professional consultant to the effect 
that the building has been designed to take 
full advantage of the increased allowable 
stresses and the other weight-saving clauses 
of BS 449:1948 or Codes of Practice 
113:1948 or 114:1948. Where this cannot 
be done, an acceptable explanation must be 

iven.” 

Will the MOW issue a ruling establishing 
which of the two documents relating to 
structural steelwork is the more authorita- 
tive?

This code deals with the arrangement of 
conductors to provide proper protection and 
also covers detail points of design and in- 
stallation. It probably provides the best 
reference there is on this subject, and 
should be widely used. Specialist firms 
should be required to conform to its recom- 
mendations.

2965 CLAIMS: SECTION 58. TCPA 


I have been asked to advise on the pro- 

per lodgment of claims under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, particularly under 
Section 58. Will you let me know how this 
should be done? 
A Claims under Section 58 of the Town 

and Country Planning Act should be 
made by a valuer who would be recognized 
as a qualified valuer by the Central Land 

Board. The Board will only make a con- 
tribution towards the fees of a valuer who 
would be recognized as such. Form S.i 
for making the claim would be filled in 
under a solicitor’s advice as some of the 
questions deal with the holding of the pro- 
perty. The valuer would fill in paragraphs 
27 and 28. 

An explanatory pamphlet SIA can be ob- 
tained which gives directions as to the filling 
up of Form S.1. The documents can be 
obtained from the Regional Office of the 
Central Land Board. 
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This feature covers both the 
production and marketing of new 
materials and designs of equip- 
ment, as well as the general 
trend of developments within 
the Butlding Industry. 


THE INDUSTRY 


TECHNICAL EXHIBITIONS 


It was certainly a good idea for the Council 

of Industrial Design to organize a technical 
exhibition covering synthetic boards, plastic 
laminates and resin bonded materials, but 
more than a pity that the show should have 
stayed on for less than a fortnight, for there 
was a great deal to be seen in this small but 
well-arranged display. The space available 
at Murray House did not allow the more 
usual applications of the various wallboards 
and insulating boards to be shown in any 
great detail, but most architects should be 
familiar with the usual fixing methods by 
now, and the most interesting part of the 
display from the designer’s point of view 
was the furniture, luggage casings and 
smaller items of equipment which had been 
made from resin bonded materials such as 
Vepdura and Warerite. 

It is to be hoped that it will at some time 
be possible to see this exhibition again, and 
that it will be open for at least a month, It 
is also small enough to be taken on tour 
without any great difficulty, where it should 
be even more useful than in London. 
The foreword to the catalogue informs 
us that this is the first of a series of 
technical exhibitions to be sponsored by 
the CID. This seems an admirable develop- 
ment: the CID suffers from being a purely 
advisory body whose advice manufacturers 
need not take, or even ask for; providing 
designers with information about materials 
is a newer but important activity which one 
may be sure designers will welcome. 


TIMBER PRESERVATION 

At a recent reception organized by Messrs. 
Hickson & Welch, Mr. E. H. Nevard, 
known to many of us as a past member of 
. the Forest Products Research Laboratory

staff, suggested that much timber can be 
saved by treating it with preservative and 
thus making it last longer. The building 
industry consumes about 25 per cent. of 
imported softwoods and every effort must 
be made to use it in the most economical 
way; preservation, if properly carried out, 
also saves labour for maintenance and 
replacements. 

Preservation to most people (including a 
number of architects and builders) means 
brushing with some preservative, usually 
with a tar oil type which includes creosote. 
Such treatment can only be skin deep. 
Slightly more protection is given by dipping 
the timber into the preservative but the 
effect again is only of limited depth and 
would be of little use if the risk were severe. 

A further method is the hot and cold open 
tank process. This can only be used with 
certain timbers which are easily treated, and 
there is little control over the amount of 
preservative that is absorbed. The process 
consists of submerging the timber in the 
preservative solution, which is then heated; 
the timber is then left in the preservative 
while the solution cools. 

For adequate penetration it is necessary to 
use the pressure method by which the pre- 
servative is forced into the timber, (See 
BS 1282.) There are two variations of this 
treatment, the empty and full cell methods. 
In the empty cell method the timber is sub- 
jected to an initial air pressure of about 
40 lb. and without releasing this pressure the 
cylinder is filled with preservative solution. 
Pressure is then increased to 200 lb. and 
when the required absorption has been 
obtained this pressure is released and the 
cylinder emptied. In the full cell process 
an initial vacuum is applied to the timber to 
assist penetration during the subsequent 
pressure operation. This. second method is 
the one usually used with water soluble 
preservatives as it leaves the cells of the 
timber completely charged with preservative 
and enables a greater concentration of the 
toxic elements to be left behind. 

There are three main classes of preserva- 
tives, the most familiar being the tar oil 
type, which includes creosote. This is an 
admirable preservative but has the disad- 
vantages of smell and dark colour, while 
creosoted timber cannot be painted over. 
The second type of preservative is known 
as the solvent type. The toxic elements are 
usually dissolved in oil or spirit which is 
specified as being volatile. The application 
of this preservative is therefore limited. 
With the third type of preservative, which is 
known as water-soluble, there is no risk of 
accidents as the salts are dissolved in water.

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They are odourless, the treated timbers can 

be easily painted, and the degree of con- 
centration in the solution can be varied at 
will by the addition of extra salts. These 
preservatives are applied by the pressure 
methods and as the normal aim is to obtain 
as deep a penetration as possible this last 
point is important, as, even with resistant 
timbers, virtually complete penetration can 
be obtained. 

Although the salts are soluble in water 
they cannot be removed ftom the timber as 
easily as they are put in, for a chemical 
reaction takes place in the timber and the 
salts are fixed in a relatively short period. 

The cost of treatment by the full cell pro- 
cess is about £10 a standard, so that the 
cost of the average small house would be 
increased by about 1 per cent., which may 
be regarded as a non-recurring premium for 
insurance throughout the whole life of the 
house against the attacks of both fungi and 
wood destroying insects. (Hickson & 
Welch Ltd.,_Ings Lane, Castleford, York- 
shire.)

DATA ON ZINC 


The current edition of the Zinc Bulletin 
(No. 5) includes two pages of useful notes 
on the design and fixing of zinc weather- 
ings and a data sheet dealing with zinc rain- 
water pipes to BS 1431. 

Owing to their lightness, zinc pipes are 
easy to install and are fixed, with the seam 
at the back, by galvanized steel screws pass- 
ing through the ears into suitable wall plugs. 
The screw heads may be left exposed or 
concealed by folding By the outer edge of 
the ear. 

It is good practice to mount the pipes 
away from the wall, and there are several 
methods of doing this; for example, by 
screwing to a hardwood block big enough 
to support the entire surface of the ears. 
Another, and perhaps better, method is to 
use special clips which can be obtained 
either cast or built up from galvanized steel 
bar. This method of fixing is generally pre- 
ferred on the continent, and is both neat and 


strong. (The Zinc Development Associa- 
tion Ltd., Lincoln House, Turl Street, 
Oxford.)
